FOREIGN CUSTOMS REGULATIONS 

Relating to the Export of Silver ware. 

Great Britain. 

All silver plate entering the United Kingdom, 
whether as personal effects or merchandise, is ad- 
mitted /r*?^ of duty ^ and if declared to be for private 
use, is not liable to be Hall marked. 

Household or other silver belonging to private 
individuals can be shipped in the usual way, but 
will be detained by the Customs at the port of entry 
until such time as they receive a declaration, made 
by the owner before a magistrate or a commissioner, 
stating that it is not intended for sale, when they 
will forward it on to the consignee. 

France. 

All silver, old or new, whether for private parties 
or commerce, is subject to "Controle" duties or 
"Poincon." 

The "French Customs do not allow any drawback 
on silver which has once been stamped with the 
" Poincon," but the silver once stamped can be ex- 
ported^rom France and reimported without having 
to pay for the *' Poin9on " again.

l8 FOREIGN CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 

For the benefit of people residing only tempora- 
rily in France, that is, less than three r3) years, there 
exists the following arrangement witn the Controle 
ofiice : 

The silver of the parties is not stamped with the 
" Poinpon," but the total cost which the " Poinpon " 
would amount to is deposited by the parties at the 
Contr61e ofiice, and will be reimbursed to them if 
they take their silver out of France within three (3) 
years. 

Should they decide to prolong their stay in France 
bevond that time, they will have to inform the Con- 
trole ofiice of their intentions before expiration of 
the three (3) years. Their silver will then be 
stamped with the " Poinpon," the money previously 
deposited covering the expense. If they omit giv- 
ing notice before the expiration of three (3) years, 
the deposit is forfeited, and the silver, not being 
stamped, will be subject to " Contrdle" and '* Poin- 
yon " again, if ever reimported.

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THE CARE OF SILVER. 

Silver articles when not in use should be kept in a 
dry place, and in prepared cotton flannel bags, to 
protect them from the sulphureted hydrogen of 
furnace and illuminating gas, and if not to be used 
for a long time, care should be taken to have the 
silver perfectly clean, and the bags closely wrapped 
in stout paper. 

To remove tarnish and restore brilliancy: 

Tiffany & Co.'s Plate Powder should be used. 
This powder, after thirty years of use, is highly 
recommended, and if always used according to 
printed directions, will produce the soft, bluish tone 
so much admired in old English silver. 

P^or the daily care of silver: 

Hot water and Castile soap, properly applied with 
a stiff brush, chamois skin, etc., will serve for ordi- 
nary purposes. 

All acids, salts, and alkalis corrode silver; parts 
exposed to these should be heavily coated with pure 
yethw gold. Gilding should be rubbed as little as 
possible ; wiping with a soft linen cloth moistened 
with ammonia is all that is necessary. 

Silver, etched, oxidized, or decorated with col- 
ored alloys, can be kept in condition by rubbing it 
with a damp linen cloth; or, if tarnished, with a 
little plate powder on the cloth.
